The wind at Sandy Hook at midnight was 
south southeast, eight miles an hour, and 
the weather was cloudy. A moderate sea 
was running. Light to fresh north or west 
winds are predicted by the weather bureau. 

Both yachts took their last trial spins to- 
day. and were pronounced by their owners, 
skippers, and crews fit for the races, which 
will decide where the battered old mug, 
known the world over as the “blue ribbon 
of the seas,"’ will remain for another two 
years. Ip their turns outside the Hook to- 
day they were never near enough to enable 
any one to get a line on their comparative 
merits as racing yachts, but the consensus 
of opinion is that they will sail the closest 
races ever known in the history of the cup. 

Both sides expect the victory and will not 
concede any chances of defeat. 


Big Fleet to Follow. 


' Tomorrow's race wilt be over a course of 


thirty nautical miles, fifteen to windward or 
leeward and return, and they will be at- 
tended by the greatest fleet of pleasure craft 
and excursion steamers ever seen outside 
Sandy Hook.

Twelce seconds have been added to the al- 
lowance Shamrock III. will receive from Re- 
liance in the cup races which begin tomor- 
row.

This makes a reduction of about 
four inches in the sailing length, which is 
now 104.4 feet, instead of practically 104.8 
feet, which gives the challenger an additional 
twelve seconds. Those in charge of Sham- 
rock III., it is said, should have made the 
change in the position of the throat halyard 
block before the first measurement, but did 
not do so under a misunderstanding of the 
rule in the case. The Reliance people low- 
ered its throat halyard block as much ae pos- 
sible long ago. 

The news of the additional time allowance 
was received with the best spirit by the 
many members gathered at the club tonight, 
.and many do not believe it will change the 
result of the races. Some believe the de- 
fender’s broader and loftier rig will offset 
the handicap of the time allowance, and 
others believe it will not.

FEARSREBATE FRAUD 


City Causes Arrest of Attorney 
F. A. Sawyer for Forgery. 
‘THREE OFFICES IN THE CITY. 


Lawyer Called Friend of Madden, Once 
Involved Similarly, 


As a result of the arrest of Attorney Fred- 
erick A. Sawyer yesterday the city law de- 


tensive frauds in connection with special as- 
sessment rebates, of which $1.000,000 awaits 
claimants who have disappeared or are for- 
getful. 

Sawyer is charged with forgery in collect- 
ing a rebate warrant for $250, to which he isr 
said to have signed the name of A. N. Mat- 
tison. The case is made more tangible by 
the report that he has been an associate of 
former Special Assesement Clerk Madden, 
who was implicated in similar operations in- 
volving large amounts several years ago. 
They think the same program may have been . 
attempted again, as Sawyer is said to have 
cashed more than 100 warrants. 


Indorsed Warrant as Trustee. 

Sawyer’s arrest grew out of the presenta- 
tion of a rebate warrant for $250, due to the 
estate of A. N. Mattison, issued March 31, 
1902, and indorsed “A. N. Mattison, per 
Frederick A. Sawyer, trustee.” It was in 
the possession of Mrs..Annié Wright, who 
had been given it by Mrs. Vinie Landry, 205 
Warren avenue. 

The evidence shows that Sawyer had done 
legal business for Mrs. Landry, and held her 
money. When requested to pay he replied 
he would give her a city warrant for $250, 
which she could get cashed. Mrs. Wright 
deposited the warrant in the Bank of Mon- 
treal, which sent it to the city controller’s 
office for payment. 

Mattison’s son presented a claim for the 
money and the controller, detecting a seem- 
ing irregularity in the warrant coming from 
the bank, refused to pay it. Mrs. Wright 
lost $250. Her attorney took up the matter, 
and Paying Teller George McKee swore outa 
warrant for Sawyer’s arrest. 


Mattison Dead Several Years. 

Inquiry then showed that Mattison had 
died in December, 1898, leaving a son, Milo 
Mattison, as heir and executor. 

Milo testified that Sawyer had come to him 
some time ago with the warrant and pro- 
posed to collect the money for a commission. 
He could not find the tax receipts, however, 
and after Sawyer had called twice to get 
them Mr. Mattison knew nothing more of 
the matter until the warrant was presented 
for collection with the indorsement noted. 

Sawyer was arrested in a Clark street 
saloon by Detective Gallagher, and the re- 
mark he made, ‘‘ What case am I wanted 
on?” tended to strengthen the authorities in 
the idea that the system may be far reaching. 

“I understand Sawyer has three offices,” 
said Detective Thompson, ‘‘one in the Oxford 
tullding, acrogs from the city one at 122 
Washington. street, and one in the Atwood 
bullding. I have heard that he has more than 
100 speciel assessment rebate matters in- 
volved with the city. It appears to bea plain 
case.”” 

Detectives say the news of his arrest caused 
something approaching a panic among 
brokers in special assessment claims, 


Friend Deeply in Business. — 

Madden, Sawyer’s friend, formerly was 
chief clerk in the special assessment office. 
While there he made copies of the lists of 
rebate warrants due, and took them with 
him when he quit... Soon it appeared that 
Madden had taken advantage of the igno- 
rance of taxpayere and, claiming to act as 
agent, had collected and kept the money 
without telling the man to whom it was due, 

For this he was indicted, arrested in Mis- 
sissippi, and brought back to Chicago for 
trial Out of that case grew the investiga-

HITS AT ROOSEVELT? 


Address of David B. Hill Is Taken 
. as Slap at President. 


TALKS OF ‘SPECTACULARISM’ 


Criticises Officials Who Always Keep 
in Eye of Public. 


Oleott Beach, N. Y., Aug. 19.—{Special.]— 
David B. Hill made a speech today to the 
30,000 persons who attended the annual pic- 
nic of the Niagara County Pioneers’ associa- 
tion, in which he is considered to have made 
pointed and not complimentary allusions io 
President Roosevelt. 

Mr. Hill discussed what he cailed “ spec- 
tacularism.” He said: | 

“The tendency of the times is toward in- 
,dulgence in that peculiar species of sensa- 
‘tional performance which may be charac- 
terized in general terms as ‘ spectacularism.’ 

“ Spectacularists usually affect a superior- 
ity over other people; in matters of patriot- 
ism they desire to be regarded as the oniy 
true patriots; they assume to possess all the 
virtues while the other people, in their esti- 
mation, possess all the vices. They abhor 
silence and obscurity. They apparently 
would not live at all if they could not live 
constantly in the public eye. They clamor 
about publicity and largely personify pub- 
licity run mad. They assert the commonest 
kind of self-evident propositions, which have 
become moss covered with age, with empha- 
sis, as though they were oracles and as 
though their platitudes were wholly original, 


Meddle with Everything. 

“They have their press agents, who, un- 
solicited, supply the newspapers with the de- 
tails of whatever they do each morning, 
noon, and night, as though the world was 
holding its breath for fear something would 
escape it pertaining to themselves. They 
meddle with everything, whether within or 
without their official jurisdiction, and usually 
muddle everything with which they have: 
anything to do. 

“If they happen to hold a public office 
they are delighted to see their smallest acts 
paraded, magnified, and applauded. They 
are sure that there were never before such 
public officials as themselves—so earnest, so 
honest, so self-sacrificing. 


Sort of Disease. : 

“ Spectacularism as here interpreted is a 
sort of disease—it expands the head and 
contracts the conscienc®, and may appro- 
priately be called ‘ego-mania,’ which is an- 
other name for egoism. 

“The hope of the country lies in the great 
mass of cool, deliberate, and conservative 
citizens who pursue their avocations and per- 
form their duties unostentatiously and en- 
tertain sincere convictions of their life's 
work. They neither delight in war, in con- 
tention, nor in unnecessary strife. They 
carry no chip upon their shoulders always 
looking for trouble. Their ways are ways 
of pleasantness and their paths are peace, 
and they believe that righteousness more 
than the triumphs of war exalteth a na- 
tion.”’ 

Sees Little Real Prosperity, 
‘Discussing the subject of’ prosperity, Mr. 
Hin said: * When the prices of the neces- 


practically costs a man all he earns to live 
comfortably there is no opportunity afforded 
for the accumulation of a fair competence. 
Normal conditions are better for the people as 
a whole, rather than those flourishing times 
which are soon followed by periods of busi- 
ness reverses.

New Hope for Panama Canal. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.—Unofificia] ad- 
vices have been received by Dr. Herran, the 
Colombian chargé d'affaires here, indicat- 
ing an intention on the part of the Colombian 
senate to resume consideration of thesubject 
of a Panama cana! treaty in place of the one 
disapproved by that body on the 12th inst. | 

This leads Dr. Herran to hope that a meas- 
ure yet will be passed by congress which 
will form the basis for the ratification of a 
treaty between Colombia and the United 
States for the construction of the isthmian 
canal. 

Dr. Herran’s information is that on the 
18th inst., the day after the disapproval 
of the treaty by the senate, that body voted 
to appoint a committee of three members 
to act jointly with a committee from the 
house of representatives in the formation of 
a law for the ratification of a treaty between 
the two countries by-the executive of Colom- 
bia after the two houses of the Colombian 
congress had passed an enabling act outlin- 
ing the terms and conditions on which a 
treaty should be drawn. | 

The president of Colombia by this act would 
have full power in the premises, and the 
treaty would not have to be afterwards sub- 
mitted to the Colombian congress. 


Like the Spooner Act. 


The Wea contained in the proposition is not 
dissimilar to the Spooner act itself, as this act 
gave authority to the president to begin nego- 
tiations with the governments of Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica in the event that he was 
unable to reach a satisfactory agreement 
with Colombia for.a right of way for the 
Panama canal. 

The question of sovereignty having been 
the predominating one in the Colombian de- 
bates the presumption here is that whatever 
measure is agreed on as a basis for a treaty 
would be along lines that will not offend. 
Colombian sensitiveness in this regard. 

A more careful reading of the dispatch 
which Dr. Herran received early in the week 
announcing the action of the senate on the 
treaty shows that what that body really 
did was to “‘ disapprove ’’ the instrument and 
not “reject” it, as has. been heretofore 


atated. 
Confirmation of the News. 


New York, Aug. 19.—William Nelson Crom- 
well, general counsel of the Panama Canal 
company, teday issued the following state- 
ment: 

‘I have just received from my representa- 
tive at Bogota, a cablegram dated Aug. 14, 
reporting that the Colombian senate had, on 
the evening of the 13th, appointed a commit- 
tee of three senators to come to an agree- 
ment with the house of representatives for 
the purpose of preparing a bill authorizing 
the government of Colombia to .make a 
treaty in form thus approved in advance by 
both houses of corgress. 

‘The report of the committee of the Co- 
lombia senate was signed by seven out of 
nine members of the committee and reco 
mended the approval of the treaty with cer 
tain amendments, which further confirms my 
judgment that the action of the 12th inst.

SECRET IN HOMBERT CASE 


LABORI HINTS AT SOLUTION OF 
THE EMPTY SAFE MYSTERY. 


Lawyer im Defense of Paris Family 
Charged with Wholesale Swindling 

Intimates That the Crawford Broth- 
ers Bear a Name So Hateful That to 
Mention It Would Scandalizse the 
Patriotism of France — Accused 
Woman Victim, Not Conspirator. 


PARIS, Aug. 19.—Maitre Labori today be- 
gan his address in defense of the Humberts 
and declared that he could, but would not, 
create a scandad by revealing the names of 
certain personages contained in the sealed 
documents who had sought favors during 
the prosperous days of the family. Then, 
referring to the empty safe, Maitre Labori 
said: 

‘* Suppose the existence of a terrible secret 
‘of which Mme. Therese learned a part three - 
or four years ago; suppose the Crawfords 
bore a name so hateful that to mention it 
would scandalige your patriotism. 

“Suppose Mme. Therese’s father, uniting 
with the Crawfords to conceal the source of 
the fortune, destroyed the will which be- 
trayed it and preserved only the agreement 
to sequestrate the securities. | 


Millions Paid for Blackmail. 

“Suppose Mme. Therese, having infringed 
a single agreement, found herself between 
the importunate creditors of the Crawford 
brothers and the possessors of the secret, 
and was obliged to hand over the millions to 
the latter because the condition was in- 
fringed. 

* Suppose the Crawford brothers, fearing 
that the fortune would be seized, refused to 
produce it on May 7, casting in Mme. The- 
rese’s teeth the whole truth of the hateful 
name; suppose she hurried to Bordeaux, 
where she expected to find the younger 
Crawford, and then to Madrid, seeking the 
man whose telegram would place the mil- 
lions in the safe, and, failing to find him, lost 
her head completely—then all. becomes 
plain.”’

BODY OF FIVE YEAR OLD BOY | 
FOUND IN A LARGE CAN. 


Parents Declare Child Accidentally 
Shot Itself and They Planned a Se- 


Monongahela, Pa., Aug. 19.—The blood- 
stained corpse of a 5 year old boy was dis- 
covered this evening by the baggagemaster 
on a Pittsburg, Virginia and Charleston rail- 
road train en route to Dravosburg. 

The little body was packed tightly in a. 
large coffee can two feet high and eighteen 
inches wide and was wrapped in the blood 
soaked folds of a woman's dress. The only 
mark on the body was a bullet hole in the 
breast, probably the cause of death. 

~The can was deposited in the baggage car 
at Waltersburg by a man and a woman, who 
said they would take it off at Dravosburg, 
their destination. When Dravosburg was 
reached the couple were arrested and taken 
to jail in McKeesport.

Howe asserts, did not come to Chicago until 1836. He does not controvert the claim of 
Alexander Beaubien, who has the record of being the first white child born in Chicago, 
_but points to the fact that Mr. Beaubien has not lived continuously in the city. 

Mr. Howe is declared to be Chicago’s oldest living mariner, having in 1858 purchased 
the side wheeler City of Superior. He had a third interest in the ill fated Lady WDigin, 
which sank in 1860, when out of 400 passengers only ninety-eight were saved. He also ran 
a line of boats between Canadian points, connecting with the Grand Trunk and Buffalo) 
connecting with the New York Central railroad. | ; 

He came to Chicago from Buffalo with his father, a ship carpenter, and has eight 
brothers and sisters. His sister Tirza, who is slightly older than he, is Hving in Wau- 
kegan, her late husband, Herman Sherman, having been a brother of Alson Smith Sher- 
man, Chicago’s first iceman and oldest living ex-mayor. | 
Although Mr. Howe is 73 years old, he says he is able to outwalk, outrun, and outshoot

increase will aggregate $136,000 yearly. —

week: First year, $10; second, $12; third, $14. 

Commission men to receive 40 per cent on gross 
receipts. 

Only union drivers to be employed. 

Drivers not to clean harness nor care for stables. 

Employers requiring bonds must bear the ex- 
pense. 

Peace Near for Marble Men. 

Peace is near for the marble men. The 
executive board of the dealers’ association 
left for Philadelphia, but will send a con- 
tract for the union. The workers met last 
night, but the employers were not ready. 

The American Labor union, the rival of 
the American Federation of Labor, has 
gained a foothold in Chicago, secretly or- 
ganizing a local of garment workers known 
as the United Tailors’ union.

His body was found in the evening lying in 
a clump of bushes in a vacant lot just west of 
the St. Francis hospital. Clutched in his 
right hand was a revolver, one chamber of 
which had been discharged, and there was a 
bullet wound over his heart. 

From papers and cards in the suicide’s 
pockets his identity was learned, and a let- 
ter signed “* Teresa,’’ and dated from 699 East 
Forty-ninth street, Chicago, offered a clew 
that led to an explanation. 

The writer of the letter proved to be the 
suicide’s sister, who, is in Chicago visiting 


friends. 

Envy for His Brother. 

‘“‘My brother had been despondent for 
some time,’’ Miss Sim said last night. “ He 
brooded over the fact that he had not suc- 
ceeded as he wished to succeed and would 
often say of our brother Fred, who is in the 
jewelry business in Troy: 

“*O, if 1 were only like Fred! Then I 
could be happy.’ 

**Moray’s health had been failing of late 
and until recently he was in a sanitarium 
at Wyarton, Ont. I wrote to him to come to 
Chicago, thinking I might be able to cheer 
him, but my efforts seemed of little use. He 
left me this morning, saying he was going 
for a car ride, and that is the last I heard of 
him till I received news of his death.”’ 

In addition to the revolver, Sim had pro- 
vided himself with a bottle of chloroform, 
which he purchased in a Chicago drug store. 


Fires Shots in Cemetery. 

Near the grave of her mother in Calvary 
cemetery Mrs. Charles Haines, 47 years old, 
4018 Cottage Grove avenue, yesterday after- 
noon fired two revolver shots, presumably 
with suicidal intent. Neither of the shots 
took effect, however. 

Mrs. Haines awoke yesterday morning with 
a violent headache, and her daughter sug- 
gested that a car ride might benefit her.

PBLLS STORY OF A BRIBE. 


WITNESS AGAINST MISSOURI SEN- 
ATOR HEARD AT TRIAL. 


Agent of Baking Powder Interests Tes- 
tifles at Jefferson City That William 
P. Sellivan Asked $4,500 for the 
Votes of Himself and Two Collegues 
—One Member of the Upper House of 
Legislature 
Offered, Not Solicited. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. 19.—[Special. ]}—A 
direct statement that he had solicited a 
bribe for his vote and that of two colleagues 
was made today in the evidence in the trial 
of State Senator William P. Sullivan, under 
indictment on boodling charges. 

The story of the offer to sell votes was 
told by Whitney Layton, who represented 
the baking powder interests last winter when 
the repeal of the anti-alum law was being 
discussed in the state legislature. 

The trial is before Special Judge H. C. Tim- 
mons. A jury was secured without delay. 
it Is made up of Seven farmers, two. carpen- 
ters, a statehouse employé, a clerk, and an 
engineer. | 

Says Senator Wanted to Sell. 

Layton, the witness upon whem the pros- 
ecution depends chiefly, after testifying to 
the fact that he attended the legisiature 
last winter, trying to secure the repeal of 
the pure food bill, said: “‘I met Senator 
Sullivan in the large room back of the senate 
cloakroom, He said he needed three votes 
to get the bill that we wanted passed. He 
said that for the sum of $4,500 he could carry 
two other votes and his own for the repeal 


of the law.” 

“Who were the other senators?” was 
asked. 

‘‘He gave me to understa that Senator 
Smith was one of the oth He said he 


would see Smith and go into the matter fur- 
ther.’’ | 

Layton then told of Sullivan, Smith, and 
himself going to the Madison house, and 
added: ‘‘ Just then Senator Farris came in, 
and Senator Smith stepped over and joined 
Senator Farris. I talked to Senator Smith 
later, after Smith had talked with Farris.”’ 

Sullivan denied that he ever made any 
proposition to Layton to secure three votes 
for the sum of $4,500, and charged Layton 
with attempting to bribe him for $3,000 to 


vote for the alum bill. 


Colleague Defends Accused Man. 

Senator Smith took the stand and partly 
corroborated the statement of Sullivan and 
claimed that Layton told him that Sullivan 
had ignored him. ‘ 

Maj. Emmet Newton also testified that 
Layton offered to purchase Sullivan through 
him. Layton denied this and charged that 
Newton borrowed $20 from him on the train 
one day and had never returned It. 

Judge Timmons ruled against the attor- 
ney general in every attempt to show the 
attitude of Senator Sullivan towards the 
alum bill in the legislature of 1901 and com- 
pelled him to confine his inquiries to the 
legislature of 1903. 

Kelly Recently in Chicago. 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 19.—[Specia!.]—Daniel 
J. Kelly, legislative agent for the baking 
powder trust, who is under indictment in 
Missouri for alleged boodling at the state 
capitol during the last two sessions of the 
legislature, risked detection and arrest by 
his return to the United States last week to 
confer with Morton Jourdan, attorney for 
the Missouri senators who are indicted for 
boodling. Kelly, with his beard shaved off 
and accompanied by his wife, it is learned, 
arrived in Chicago some time Saturday morn- 
ing. and was seen Saturday evening in the 
dining room of the Auditorium Annex, seated 
at a table with-Mrs. Kelly and Mr. Jourdan. 
The news that Kelly was within reach of 
the arm of Uncle Sam was not long in being 
transmitted to Circuit Attorney Folk, but 
before any action could be taken Kelly and 
his wife had left Chicago and gone back to 
Niagara-on-the-lake, Ontario. 


WITNESS TELLS OF PLANS - 
TO MURDER GOV. GOEBEL. 


Henry Broughton Says He Gave Names 
of Three Men to Caleb Powers Who 
Could Be Induced to Kill. 


Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 19.—In the trial of 
Caleb Powers the commonwealth this morn- 
ing, over the objection of the defense, se- 
cured permission to introduce the witness, 
Henry Broughton, who ran away and had 
to be captured. Broughton told of going to 
Frankfort at the instance of Powers and 
others with the mountain army of Jan, 25, 
1900. After arriving at Frankfort he said 
he met Powers and the defendant asked him 
to give him the names of several men, one 
of whom could be relied on to “* do the kill- 
ing ’’ or to ‘‘ do the work.” 

He said he gave Powers the names’ of 
Frank Cecil, Zach Steel, and Anthony 
Broughton as good men to do shooting. The 
witness returned home the same day he 
went to Frankfort and did not go there again. 
He said he expressed pleasure on learning 
that Goebel had been killed. 

The defense laid the foundation for con- 
tradicting Broughton and also to show that 
Jan. 25, 1900, the witness was drunk and not 
responsible.

Washington. D. C., Aug. 19.—[ Special. ]— 
William A. Miller, assistant foreman of the 
government printing office, who was dis- 
miseed at the dictation of the Bookbinders’ 
union and reinstated by direction of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, says the charges made 
against him are based on hearsay, that they 
are too absurd to consider seriously, and were 
preferred by responsible persons. 

On Monday Public Printer Palmer referred 
the charges to Miller, and he was given a 
week in which to reply. He returned them 
to Mr. Palmer yesterday and treated them 
lightly. Government officials are disposed 
to take Miller’s view of the case, as they have 
made an investigation of their own. This 
practically ends the matter, as the officials 
some time ago were convinced there was no 
ground for the charges. It is probable, how- 
ever, that a formal communication will be 
addressed to the arbitration committee of the 
hookbinders’ .unton, informing its members 
that there is no foundation for the charges. 

Miller has applied for full pay during the 
entire period of his dismissal.

Al- 
though the proposition was novel, . the 
department officials finally agreed to take 
the shipment, and the 5,000,000 pesos wil! be 
put in charge of three specially detailed rail- 
way mail clerks, who will go clear through 
from Washington to San Francisco. An 
officer of the army, under orders for Manila, 
will be directed to receive the certfficates at 
the San Francisco postoffice with a guard of 
soldiers. He will give his receipt to the rail-

LANGLEY EXPLAINS SECRECY. 


Says Action in Airship Tests Is Due to 
Desire to Prevent Public from 
Forming False Deductions. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.—[Special.]— 
Prof. Langley,’ secretary of the Smithsonian 
institution, who has been conducting experi- 
ments on the Potomac river with flying ma- 
chines, today issued a statement explaining 
his efforts to secure secrecy for the tests. 

He declares that this policy of secrecy was 
adopted for two reasons: First, that fail- 
ures are to be expected in all such trials and 
that he wishes to prevant misapprehension 
in the public mind until results are certain: 
and, secondly, because his effort is to produce 
a machine for purposes of war, which would 
necessitate many details being kept private 
for government use. 

The statement in part is as follows: 

‘In my previous trials, succ has only 
been reached after initial failures, which 
alone have taught the way to it, and I know 
no reason why prospective trials should be 
an exception. 

“It is possible, rather than probable, that 
it may be otherwise now, but judging them 
from the light of past experience, it is to be 
regretted that the enforced publicity which 
has been given to these initial experiments, 
which are essentially experiments and noth- 
ing else, may lead to quite unfounded ex- 
pectations.” 


POISON SICKENS HALF A SCORE. 


Inmates of Industrial Home Suffer from 
Foods, Though No Deaths 
| Result. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.—Fifty or more 
inmates of the industrial home here have 
been taken violently ill, and it is thought 
they are suffering from ptomaine poisoning. 
Samples of bread, milk, and spring water 
which had been furnished them have been 
submitted to the district chemist for exami- 
nation. The patients are all reported out of 
danger, though some of them are quite sick.

Culkin Gone; Prisoner Fled. 

It is six days since Culkin left and noth- 
ing has been heard from him. The prisoner, 
however, has been heard from. A dispatch 
from Cheyenne last night brought the mys- 
tery of Jim Culkin to the chief's ears for 
the first time. It was the story of a re- 
markable escape effected by a prisoner. 

It told how Albert Ecklund, alias George 
Johnson, was being taken from Rawlins to 
Chicago by a Chicago detective. The de- 
tective, said the dispatch, had shackled his 
prisoner to a seat in the smoking compart- 
ment of a railway car. Then the sleuth fell 
asleep and knew no more until he woke up 
in Cheyenne to find himself, instead of his 
captive, shackled to the car seat.

Then the defective found himself in diffi- 
culties. The railroad men said they could 
not release him, for they didn't know wheth- 
er he was the policeman or the prisoner. 
Ecklund had relieved him of even his cre- 
dentials.

FINDS GIRL: DISOWNS HER, 


FATHER OF ANNIE LARKIN RE- 
FUSES TO RELENT. 


Young Woman Whose Disappearance 
Baffled the Police Is Located at Last 
but Her Parent Declines to Allow 
Her to Return Home—Declares That 
She Feared Punishment and Staid 
Away on That Account—Other Miss- 
ing Ones Are Sought. | 


Annie Larkin, the 15 year old gir] who has 
been missing from the home of her parents 
at 1882 South Kedzie avenue since Sunday, 
was found last night and taken to the Lawn- 
dale police station, where she was kept over 
night because of the refusal of her father to 
receive her at home. 

Miss Larkin was found as the result of 
statements made by Thomas Cavanaugh, 
with whom she left home. Cavanaugh had 
been arrested the night before, but declared 
he knew nothing of the girl, and in the ab- 
sence of evidence to the contrary was allowed 
his freedom. At a late hour last night he 
appeared at the home of the girl's father, 
Patrick Larkin, and said he was ready to tell 
where the girl could be found. 


Tells Girl’s Whereabouts. 

He explained that Annie had gone with 
him last Sunday to the house of Patrick Ken- 
nedy, 682 Talman avenué, to spend the after- 
noon, and that when evening came she re- 
fused to return home. She staid that night 
at the Kennedy house, and on the following 
day said if she went home she would be 
whipped. 

When Mr. Larkin had heard Cavanaugh's 
story he summoned the police by telephone 
and detained Cavanaugh until the police ar- 
rived. 

Sergeant Maher took Cavanaugh with him 
to the house, where the girl was staying and 
found her in hiding in a rear room. Her 
statement bore out Cavanaugh’s in every de- 
tail. She said she was mistreated at home, 
and was not provided with sufficiemt cloth- 
ing. Cavanaugh was arrested on a charge of 
abduction, and the police have not yet de- 
cided what to do with the girl.

WARRANTS FOR THE ARREST 
OF “DIME” NOVEL SELLERS. 
Dealers Who Supply Blood and Thunder 


Tales to Boys Are to Come in Contact 
with the Law. 


Twenty-nine warrants for the arrest of 
booksellers who are charged with selling so- 
called ‘‘ dime” novels to minors, were sworn 
out yesterday before Justice Caverly by Leon 
Lewis, investigator for the Citizens’ Mutual 
alliance. 

The charge follows the wording of the 
statute which prohibits any person from “ ex- 
hibiting or selling on the highway or at a 
place of business, books, pamphlets, maga- 
zines, or printed papers containing accounts 
rand stories of criminal deeds, pictures, and 
stories of deeds of bloodshed and crime.” 

“In most of the cases which I have in- 
vestigated,”’ said Mr. Lewis, *‘ I was abie to 
trace the criminal career of youthful offenders 
to the reading of blood and thunder tales. 
It is the purpose of the alliance to remove 
this class of reading matter from the reach 
of the minor and the law enables us to make 
the attempt. 

“We do not intend to attack the dealers 
in the higher class of novels because those 
books, while possibly fraught with descrip- 
tions of deeds of violence, are not often bought 
by a minor, though the law regulates their 
= as well as that of the cheaper class of 

es. 

The announced plan of Investigator Lewis 
is to stop each boy whom he sees reading one 
of the “dime” novels and to ask him the 
name and address of the dealer from whom 
he bought the book.

Yates flat- 
ly..refuses to be pushed out. of the guber- 
natorial race... At least his appointees, some 
of. whom would prefer to have him out of the 
way, so declared yesterday on return 
from Springfield. 
them Col. J. H. Strong, Charles Tinney, Len 
T. Small, and R. M. Paterson, to counteract 
the stories that the governor had been ad- 
vised by Senator Hopkins and Congressman 
Lorimer to withdraw and relieve the organ- 
ization of an embarrassing load. Ex-Sen- 
ator H. F. Aspinwall and Scott Cowen, who 
wants to*be the next state treasurer, notonly 
confirmed their reports but helped the cause 


| along. 
* Despite the wishes of any faction or 
interest,’’ said Mr. Cowen. “ Yates is not 


going to be sidetracked. He proposes to be- 
come a candidate whether the party leaders 

with him or against him, and I begin to 
believe that there has been considerable 
reaction of sentiment regarding him since 
the governor returned from Burope. Wait 
until he lays his eide of the story before 
the country republicans, and I predict you 
will see a change.” 


Plain Hints to the Governor. / 


That the governor received some plain 
hints from Senator Hopkins and Mr. Lori- 
mer to the effect that they could not be ex- 
pected to support him there is not much 
doubt. . That they told him plainly not to 
stand for renomination is denied by Lorimer, 
and Col, Strong said: 

“There is not a particle of foundation for 

the statement that those men tried to take 
him off the track. I want to tell you that 
the governor’s popularity in the country is 
just beginning to show itself, and he can be 
nominated without Cook county.” 
‘ It was given out that the governor would 
make public and formal announcement of 
his candidacy within the next four or five 
days, probably on Saturday, when he expects 
to meet a number of friends in Chicago. 

The program for Saturday provides for a | 
large roundup of leading northern Illinois 
repubMcans, and the governor is coming 
here to meet them. Their object, however, | 
will not be to see him so much as to consider 
plans for the “stand together” organiza- 
tion that is to be perfected at the Rockford 
meeting on Sept. 1.

Judge Grosscup says that there shall be, 
as far as he can contro! it, “ an honest reor- 
ganization of the traction interests, and 
when that has been accomplished an honest 
deal with the city.” That is what the com- 
munity asks for, though its idea of an honest 
deal may differ from that of Judge Gross- 
cup, for the public is firmly of the opinion 
that one of the conditions of an honest deal 
should be the payment by the traction com- 
pany to the city of 20 per cent of the gross 
receipts. 

A step towards reorganization was taken 
at the stockholders’ meetings held day be- 
fore yesterday, but it is not a long enough 
step. Mayor Harrison says: “I do not 
think the company can secure franchise 
terms from the city which will enable it to 
earn money enough to pay the operating 
expenses and the dividends named in the 
amended leases.’””’ Most assuredly the earn- 
ings of the company will not be large enough 
to allow of the payment of 20 per cent to 
the city and of big dividends on watered 
stock. Therefore the water ought to be 
squeezed out of the stock. That is an es- 
sential requirement of an honest reorgani- 
zation.

NOT EASY TO GET AWAY FROM UNIONS. 

Four large firms engaged in the manufac- 
ture of clothing say they may leave Chi- 
cago. They give employment to 2,000 gar- 
ment workers. The manufacturers say that 
if they go it will be to avoid further trouble 
with labor unions—that the exactions of 
those to which their employés belong are 
unreasonable. 

Men who do business on so extensive a 
scale as to require the services of 2,000 peo- 
ple cannot get in small towns enough of the 
kind of labor they need. If they goto larger 
places where there are no unions, unions 
will be organized there before long. It is 
next to impossible for the manufacturer to 
dodge the walking delegate. When he takes 
the train to go to the city to which he has 
removed his business the walking delegate 
will go along with him, and may even be in 
the same sleeper. 

Sometimes a manufacturer is the gainer 
by removing his plant from Chicago. A 
small, ambitious town may offer him a 
bonus. He may have the benefit of a much 
lower tax rate than that which prevails 
here. If his men strike and he hires new 
hands there maybe less violence and more 
efficient police protection than in Chicago. 
It seldom happens that a manufacturer on 
a large scale can get away from the unions 
by getting out of Chicago, while he may find 
it a difficult matter to get all the labor he 
needs. | 

Chicago is a great labor market. With 
the exception of New York there is no Amer- 
ican city where there are so many men and 
women who can be hired as in Chicago. 
This is about the best distributing point in 
| the country, and is also a great consumer of 
goods—ready made clothing included. 
These are among the advantages of Chicago 
which offset, in the estimation of most man- 
ufacturers, the unsolicited and disagreeable 
attentions of the walking delegates. The 
four firms referred to may decide that, after 
all, it is for their interest tostay here. As for 
the unions whose exactions are complained 
of, they should be more reasonable and do 
nothing which may throw 2,000 of their 
members out of work.

A dispatch from Oyster Bay says “a 
blighting frost has struck the elastic cur- 
rency scheme,” alias the asset currency 
scheme—that “ emphatic opposition has de- 
veloped in unexpected quarters,” The con- 
servative business men and financiers are 
declaring themselves against the legislation 
which is favored by the men who are per- 
petually harpiig on the need of “ an elastic 
eurréncy.” | 

Tus Trisune printed yesterday a letter 
from av Illinois country banker in which he 
said: “ Let the ‘ Illinois idea’ be in favor 

' of a stable in preference to an ‘elastic’ 
_eurrency, as the term is in Wall 
street.” The majority of the bankers and 
business men of Illinois and other states in 
the middle west are of the same opinion as 
the correspondent of Tue Trisunsg. Like 
him, they prefer a stable to an “ elastic” 
currency. It was necessary to go through 
two trying national campaigns to save the 
country from an unstable currency, and 
business men of all kinds feel much more 
inclined to enjoy the benefits of stability. 
than to endanger it by running off in a 
wild goose chase after elasticity. They 
distrust the men who say that it is easy 
and safe to combine stability and elasticity. 

The advocates of an asset currency have 
worked hard of late to gain converts in the 
west, They have met with little success. 
The city bankers who have gone out as mis- 
sionaries have discovered to their disgust 
that the hard headed men in the country 
who are in the banking business are not to 
be persuaded that an asset currency is safe 
or that an elastic currency is desirable be- 
cause all the Wall street speculators want 
it. The conservative men of the west 
would not tamper with the currency to 
accommodate the silver mine owners of the 

- Rocky mountain states, and they will not do 
it to oblige eastern stock speculators. —

PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT RAILROADS. 

Secretary Root and Gov. Taft are corre- 
sponding regarding the construction of a 
600 mile system of railroads in the Philip- 
pines. They think by guaranteeing interest 
on loans they can attract enough capital to 
build the roads. 

Guaranteeing interest is a jug handled ar- 
rangement for the government. Ifthe roads 
pay, the builders get the profit. If they 
don’t, the government stands the loss. 

The Philippines is a peculiarly suitable 
place to try the experiment of government 
ownership. The roads there must have a 
large strategic and military function as 
well as the ordinary commercial one. In 
case of trouble or threatened trouble, the 
authorities should be able to use the roads 
without a change of management or sub- 
sequent bill for occupation and damages.

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HE Rt. Hon. Horace Plunkett is so 
well known on this side of the Atlantic, 
having spent a number of years ranch- 
ing in Wyoming, \where he still owns 
a considerable cattle tract, that the

to his Christian name, will be received with 
interest by his many friends in the United 


States. 


The knowledge of agriculture wihch this 
son of Lord Dunsany acquired in America 
he has turned to good account since his re- 
turn to Ireland by founding, in conjunction 
with. Father Finley, 8. J., the Irish Ag- 
ricultural association, formed for the pur- 
pose of promoting agricultural codperation. 
Inaugurated only a few years ago, there are 
today some 300 codperative societies, with 
about 35,000 members, in the Emerald Isle.

As he was able to produce several letters 
in her handwriting, giving expression fo the 
pangs of despised love, the jury, turning a 
deaf ear to the plea that these letters were 
skillful forgeries acquitted him, to the dis- 
may of the Quakers, who insist to this day 
that she was murdered. 


The eensation which the case created and, 
above all, the skill with which the young 
lawyer defended himself, won for him great 
fame and many briefs. In course of time he 
was raised to the bench and eventually re- 
turned to preside as judge of the king’s bench 
at the assizes at Hertford, in the same court 
where’ he had figured in his younger days in 
the felon’s dock on a charge of murder.

A Dinner in Sammertime— 


Can be charming without meat inany man- 
ner or mode. The green grocers and the 
fruiterer’s are the meccas for the choicest 
delights of the summer paiate, and when 
knowingly chosen yield as much or more nu- 
triment than the meat market. The fruits 
and vegetables of staying qualities must be 
intermingled with those that are purely re- 
freshing. 

Instead of meat take for your piéce de ré- 
sistance macaroni timbale. Boil a fourth 
pound of macaroni for half an hour, then 
drain and wash in cold water. Grate halfia 
pound of cheese and mix with the macaroni, 
Grease muffin or other small molds. Half 
fill the molds with the mixture, then make a 
custard or four eggs, two cups of milk, an 
soned with pepper and salt to taste, and fill 
the molds with the custard. Then place the 
molds in a pan of hot water and set in the 
oven until the custard is set. 

Or have some fricasseed haricot beans, us- 
ing half a pound of the beans with one onion, 
one clove, a large bunch of parsley and 
herbs, three-quarters of a pint of good white 
sauce, juice of half a lemon, one raw egg, 
one hard boiled egg, and salt and pepper to 
taste. 

After soaking the beans four hours pu 
them in a stewpan, with milk and water 
in equal proportions enough to cover them, 
all the onion sliced, the clove and herbs, 
Cover closely and simmer gently about four 
hours til] the beans are quite soft, but not 
broken. Stir and add more milk and water 
if need be. Take out the onion, herbs, and 
clove, drain off any milk and water which 
has not been absorbed, put the white sauce 
in a clean pan, heat it, add the lemon juice 
and egg, and, lastly, the cooked beans; re- 
heat, but on no account let it boil or the eggs 
will curdie, Mold into balis or pears. Ar- 
range in a hot platter, rub the yolk of the 
hard boiled egg-through a sieve, and sprinkle | 
it over the tops. Garnish with little heaps 
of capers cut in halves and parsiey. First 
wash the parsley and dry on a cloth, put into 
a wire frying basket and hold for two or 
three minutes in a kettle of the best hot lard. 
Take from the basket and dry before the fire 
until crisp. 
Or, make tomato trolls. Put one. table- 
spoonful of butter into a saucepan, one cup 
of chopped up and peeled tomatoes, a few 
drops of onion juice, a dash of cayenne pep- 
per, and a pinch of sait. When bubbling add 
one level teaspoonful of cornstarch, diluted 
with a little cold water, stir into the mixture,

‘LOSS ON BETTER YIELDS’NORTH- 
WEST ALL REGAINED. 


After Losing Over a Cent Close Is Half 
Cent Higher, Uneasiness Regarding 
Balkan Situation and Better Export 
Demand Supposed to Result from It 
Causing the Sharp Reaction—Corna 
Stronger in Spite of Better Weather 
—Oats Firm—Provisions Weak. 


There were some sudden changes of mood. 
in the wheat markets yesterday, some sharp 
reversals of form. There was an advance 
of ec early because foreign markets were 
firm and bad harvesting weather was re- 
ported in the united kingdom and on the 
continent. The early bullish sentiment was 
short lived, early purchases were soon dis- 
carded, and there was a break of ic to 
1%c, marked by heavy northwestern selling 
an@ heavy local liquidation because the 
northwest weather continued favorable and 
there were renewed reports of larger yields 
than expected in the northwest and increased 

. estimates. 

The early buyers were discouraged, too, 
by receipts of 686,000 bu in Kansas City for 
two days, which made the primary receipts 
for the day 1,210,000 bu, compared with 
1,000,000 bu a year ago. The break carried 
September from 81%c down to 79%c, De- 
cember to Sic, and May to 83c. The break 
in September caught resting export orders 
‘at the seaboard for a fair amount, sales 
confirmed at the close for 280,000 bu, while 
there were excited rumors of business as 

‘high as 800,000 bu. 
~ The trade suddenly remembered that there 
were complications in the Balkans, that the 
Bulgarian and the Turk were in arms and 
the Russian fleet leaving the Black sea. 
Shorts who had sold merrily all the way 
down concluded it wise to cover, and longs 
“who had sold out regretted their haste and 
; tried to buy their wheat back. There was a 
quick rally of 1c to 1%c, which carried the 
September back to 81%c, December to 82\c, 
and May to 84c, where they closed at gains 
to %c for the day. 


Foreigners Buying Wheat. 

The weakness in the stock market caused 
by Buropean selling on the war scare was 
‘taken as @ bull argument in view of the for- 
eign buying of wheat and it wasassumed the 
foreigners took futures as well as cash. The 
northwest goesip was bearish enough to ac- 
coumt for the decline, a yield of 23 bu to the 
acre, 60 Ibs in weight, was reported for the 
Dalf}mple farms in the Red river valley, 
compared with an expectation of. 20 bu. 
There were other reports of harvesting re- 
turns running over estimates, and a rumor 
that Crop Expert Jones would revise and 
increase his estimate of 147,000,000 bu. 

The northwest weather was perfect for har- 
vesting. Minmeapolis sent bearish views on 
the cash demand and September wheat there, 
after selling %c higher early, dropped to a 
loss of %c, but the Minneapolis trade saw 
the European war cloud 4s soon as the trade 
in this market did, and closed their market 42 
higher. There was a moderate milling de- 
mand reported, with sales of 50,000 bu hard 
winter. There were 80 cars here, with 100 
‘estimated fortoday. Clearances were 262,000 
bu. Minmeapolis stocks decreased 300,000 bu 
for four days. Receipts there were greater 
than last year, 219 cars to 188.

Gossip on “cHaNGE. SUDDEN FALL OF PRICES. 


After forgetting the Balkan complication 
until wheat had had a 4¢ break the local 
trade became keenly alive to the situation in 


heavy European selling of American stocks 
and liberal European buying of American 
cash wheat and futures started the market 
up with a dash, 1%c of the loss being re- 
covered in less than an hour. The break to 
80c for September uncovered a fair export 
demand and sales of 35 loads were confirmed, 
while there were claims of sales as high as 
100 loads. Local exporters sold a few loads 
on overnight offers and were inclined to 
think a liberal business probable. “‘ We could 
have sold more,”’ said a representative of one 
of the gulf houses, “if we had been willing 
to sell on the same basis as yesterday, butas 
we bought little wheat in the southwest we 
were not anxious to sell.”” Another exporter 
tried hard to resell some gulf wheat and 
was unable to do so. 

Wheat traders were impressed for a time 
yesterday by the heavy receipts at Kansas 
City for two days—646,000 bu—considerably 
more than the receipts for the same period 
last year, which were 526,000 bu. It was as- 
sumed the figures indicated an increase in 
movement of the hard winter wheat. The 
testimony of grain handlers in the south- 
west, however, is that acceptances are light 
and are likely to be lighter and the move- 
ment fall off because the heavy rains the 
last few weeks have decidedly interfered 
with thrashing. One explanation of the in- 
creased receipts at Kansas City is that the 
railroads have been making a special effort 
to clean up the grain cars held on sidings 
all along their lines and have succeeded in 
rushing them to market. If this is correct, 
receipts are certain to drop off again, 
Chicago dealers bought no oats on their 
bids to the west, though bids were as high 


Cereal company bid 86\%c at the river, equiv- 
alent to 37\%c here, for 28 lb standard oats, 
the lightest weight admissible as contract in 
this market; 25%c for 27 Ib oats, and 34\%(c 
for 26 lb oats for their Iowa mills, and, it is 
understood they got little. The farmers ap- 
pear as much inclined to hold their oats as 
their wheat. partly because of their good 
quality and partly because of their cheapnets 
relative to corn. The quality of the crop, 
however, has been depreciated by the recent 
heavy rains.

It is excessive heat 
without moisture that kills the crop, as in 
1901," says Harry Champlin. “ Nothing can 
prevent a big crop now but severe early 
frosts. We are not likely to have them after 
a summer like this, and do not have them 
oftener than twice in fifty years.”

Improvement a Result of Merger of 


Three Roads—Burlington Expected 
to Profit by Addition—Fear Sub- 
urban Service of Eastern Illinois 
‘Will Be Discontinued Is Declared 
Groundless — Chicago and Alton 
Shows Increased Earnings for Jane. 


As a result of the merger of the Northern 


Pacific, Great Northern, and Burlington rail- 
roads, through sleeping car service is to be 
inaugurated from Chicago to north Pacific 
coast points, doing away with the necessity 
of changing cars in St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis. 


A late night train to Chicago, connecting

With 
a connecting Burlington train and through 
car service it is believed a large share of 
business could be diverted to the Burlington. 


Suburban Service to Remain. 

“The report that if the Eastern Illinois 
railroad. should move into the new La Salle 
street station, its discontinuance of suburban 
service would affect 100,000 people, is a 
gross exaggeration,” said the general su-. 
perintendent of the Chicago and Eastern Illi- 
noise yesterday. 

“All that has been arranged thus far,” 
he said, ‘is that the general offices will be 
moved into the office building connected with 
the station. Conferences regarding the use 
of the La Salle street station have resulted in 
nothing, and the change may not be made, 
owing to the feeling of the Lake Shore that 
the roads occupying the new station need 
all the room there is. 

‘In case the change should be made, the 
Chicago and Western Indtana would be re- 
quired under its charter to provide the same 
suburban service now being furnished by the 
Chicago and Eastern Itlinois.”’

FORM COMPANY FOR BANKRUPT. 


Creditors of Fruit Firm Organize “Por- 
ter Bros. in Liquidation” to Carry 
On Company’s Business. 


“ Porter Bros. in Liquidation ” is the name 

of a new kind of corporation formed by cred- 
itore yesterday to conduct the business of 
Porter Bros. company while it is in the 
. bankruptcy court. The trustee’s bond of 
$50,000 is said to cover the value of the local 
merchandise held by the fruit commission 
house, which failed several months ago. 
"This corporation is composed of the largest 
cfeditors, mostly bankers. Trustee L. A. 
Potter is its head. The liabilities are placed 
at $1,500,000, and the assets at $1,000,000. 
Much of the corporation's property is under 
control of courts in other states. 

A corporation such as that formed is hailed 
as a new idea-in the management of bank- 
rupt estates. Attorney C. B. Haffenberg, 
representing $1,000,000 in claims, said the 
corporation was formed so the creditors 
might have a codperative plan of manage- 
ment.

CALLS CRUSOE A MISSIONARY. 


Professor in Theological Seminary Holds 
Character as One in Advance of 
Great Movement.

Prof. Hulbert also said the book was a 
great incentive to the inventiveness which 
has been the chief characteristic of the mod- 
ern age. ‘‘ The prophetic element ifn liter- 
ature,’ he said, “is the most valid excuse 
any writing has. In being truly prophetic, it
